Test Proves Efficiency When 
Conditions Bad 


value of a short aerial for 
broadcast reception when static 


is prevalent was forcibly demonstrat- 
ed in a remarkable test made aboard 
the steamship Hssequibo en » voyage 
from New York to ports on the west 
coast of South Americe. This test 
was undertaken with the latest type 
of neutrodyne reveiver. The purpose 
was to determine the efficiency of the 
set in distance reveption. 

Reports just received from South 
America show that clear reception 
}on the loud speaker was satisfactorily 
| obtained over @ distance of 3,500 miles 
from all of the first-cias@ stations in 
this country Gespite the fact that 
stetic was extremely severe in the 
Panama region. 

One of the interesting features of 
the report is the fact that reception 
was entirely impossible on the reguiar 
aerial of the ship, due to the exces- 
sive static discharge. Employing a 
temporary aeria! of very short length, 
the effect of the static interference 
was coneiderabiy reduced and clear 
reception obtained. 

lu commenting on this R. H. Man- 
son, chief engineer of the Stromberg- 
Carison Company, says: “This con- 
firms my recommendations that the 
aerial should be low end not too jong, 
in order to avoid picking up too 
much static.”
